Speaker Randail has consented-to recognize 


Congressman Finley.on "Mbndny next, to move 
for the consideration of the bill to equallte the 
bounljes «f the soldiers who served in the late 
\rar. Tbf Ml provid" 'h'' ' (innnty'pf eight 
and one third dollars per. month'fdr the service 
of tacVi soldier who enlisted.hetwcen'tric 1st of 
April, 1861, and before the l^th of July, 1865. 
all the previous bountjes received to be deduct- 
ed, including ihe bounties pild by the counties, 
willi a vie^ to get an approximation''^ to~how 
much money 'would be required to meet such,
